NEW ORLEANS, Ln.- (/]>) - Slate 


Representative Joseph Fisher, the first 
of Hucy P. Long's Louisiana political 
lieutenants indicted for alleged in- 
come tax law violations to be tried, 
was found guilty on two 
of 
seven 


charges by a federal jury late Friday. 


Judge Wnyne G. Borah sentenced 


the swarthy little Jefferson parish po- 
litical leudor to 18 months imprison- 
ment in the fereral penitentiary nt 
Atlanta, in addition to paying the costs 
of the prosecution. 


One of the charges on which Fisher 


was found guilty was a felony and 
carried a maximum penalty of five 
years imprisonment. 510,000 fine and 
costs of the prosecution. On this count 
Judge Borah imposed un 
18-month 


ncntcncc and levied the prosecution 
costs against the defendant. 


The other was a misdemeanor, car- 


ried a maximum of a year in jnll and 
$10,000 fine. Fisher was sentenced to 
12 monhts on this charge, but the two 


--scntcncco wwc- Imposed to run 


currently. 


ls declined to estimate the 


costs of the prosecution, which requir- 
ed nearly a month during which near- 
ly 200 witnesses testified. 


The felony count charged 
Fisher 


with filing and swearing to a false 
document protesting a government l;ix 
assessment on his own and his wife's 
income for 
1030. The 
misdemeanor 


count charged wilful failure to file an 
income taxe return for 1932. 


Other Charges Dropped 


Fisher was acquitlc'd on four felony 


counts charging wilmul attempts to 
evade and defeat income lax pay- 
ments for 1929. 1930, 1931 and 19.12. He 
al.'o wa sacquittcd on a misdemeanor 
counts charging wilful altcmpl.s to 
return for 1931. 


Fisher received Ihc verdict with no 


show of emotion.

Crosnoe cotton gin arson case. Gover- 
nor Futrell 
incidated Friday 
that 


Crosnoe need not expect further ex- 
ecutive clemency when his 30-day 
slay granted last Monday expires. 


Hutson was released on recommen- 


dation of Steve Carrigan, Hope law- 
yer, who, with J. C. Clary and B. Ball 
of Warren, defended Crosnoe in the 
Bradley county gin burning case last 
fall. 


A penciled notation on the memo- 


randum directing a member of the 
governor's office staff to prepare the 
Crosnoe stay, said "further extension 
may ye granted, if everything is all 
right." 


Admitting he had received consid- 


erable information about the case since 
he granted the slay, the governor said: 


"And when I extend further clem- 


ency in this case, you'll know it!" 


Both Confessed 


Crosnoe and Hutson confessed thai 


they were hired to burn 
the gin. 


which belonged to J. A. Lee, father 
of former Sheriff and Collector John 
C. Lcc of Bradley county. Crosnoe 
."aid he was hired by a salesman for a 
gin manufacturing company to burn 
the building and that he in turn hired 
Hutson and a negro, Chris Wheaton, 
to do the actual burning. Whciiton 
still is in the penitentiary. 


Hutson 'pleaded guilty and started- 


.*-crving a three-year term last Novem- 
ber. Crosnoe was convicted and the 
Supreme Court affirmed his six-year 
sentence several weeks ago and de- 
nied a motion for a rehearing Mon- 
day. 


Ben F. Wilson of Minden. La., rep- 


resentative of the Continental Gin 
Company, was convicted on testimony 
of Crosnoe and Hutson, but the Su- 
preme Court remanded the case for a 
new trial. 


Governor Futrell said 
he 
stayed 


Crosnoe's sentence because he was 
informed his testimony was needed by 
the owner of the gin in a civil suit 
growing out of the case. The gover- 
nor said Hutson is a man of good 
family and has 
served 
nearly six 


months of his sentence. A condition 
of the furlough was that Hutson re- 
main with his father. Wash Hutson. 
and that Sheriff J. E. Beardcn of 
Hempstead county supervise his activ- 
ities while on furlough. 


Snys He Aidcil Officers 


In asking clemency for Hutson, Mr. 


Carrigan pointed out thai Hulson had 
furnished information which resulted 
in arrest and conviction of others in 
connection with the case. 


Hutson, a bookkeeper, had been as- 


signed to work in the prison commis- 
sary nt Tucker farm. 


H was reported from Hope lhat 46

A CCC camp to be located in Ne- 


vada county probably within 20 miles 
of Hope was authorized as one of 
five new ones in the state of Ar- 
kansas Friday night. 


The announcement was made by 


St.ilc Forester Charles A. Gillctt, who 
is attending a forestry conference at 
Atlanta. Ga., in a telegram to Gov- 
ernor Futrell at Little Rock. 


The new CCC camp will be under 


control of the State Forestry Com- 
mission, with its recruits assigned to 
forest conservation and fire control. 
The men svill build wods roads and 
observation towers. 


The camp is to be a part of District 


9 of the forestry service, comprising 
parts of Hempstead, Nevada and other 
counties. 


The five new camps will place a 


total of 2 mllion acres of forest land 
under fire protection. 


Exact location of the- local camp 


has not been announced—but il is 
understood that it will be in a rural 
region of Nevada, as it is the practice 
of CCC authorities to place camps 
away from established towns, creating 
a strictly camp atmosphere.

to End Fortunes 


I n h e r i t a n c e Would Be 


Treated as "Income"— 


Seize Most of It 


WASHINGTON.—The New Deal's 


plan of redistributing the wealth by 
imposing double taxes on large es- 
tates, at rates that would force their 
liquidation, officially was disclosed 
Friday in a letter from Secretary of 
Ihe Treasury Morgentliau lo Senator 
Pat Harrison, Democral, Musissippi. 
chairman of the Finance Committee. 


Secretary Morgenlhau outlined a 


plan of imposing inheritance taxes as 
well as retaining existing estate taxes 
and said this was in line with "our 
fundamental objectives." 


Many senators were astonished by 


Ihe phrase "fundamental objectives," 
which Senator Harrison declined ti 
interpret or discuss. 


Besides Ihc reference to "our fun- 


damental objectives" Secretary Mor- 
gc-nthau s letter recognized that sue)1 
taxes as be proposes would result li- 
the dissolution of large properties. 


"To prevent the necessity for hasty 


liqudation of large properties in or- 
der 
to pay the tax," he wrote, "il 


might be provided that inheritance 
taxes be payable in a convenienl num- 
ber of installments." 


Secretary Morgenlhau's inheritance 


lax plan for paying the bonus, Ties- 
ury officials said, would be "sort of 
an excise tax" on inheritances and 
would be treated as income and tax- 
able at income tax rates.

Hymn Study—A Few Thoughts 


There are many aspects of hymn 


study. We have thought of the hynrn 
as literature. Lord Tennyson said that 
the most difficult poem to write was 
a hymn. At the age of eighty, he 
wrote his only hymn, "Crossing the 
Bar," one of the most beautiful ever 
written. 


We have considered the value of 


music befitting the words of a great 
hymn, such as the lune, "St. Agnes," 
chorale in type, set to the words, "Our 
God. our Help in Ages Past." 
An. 


ether hymn of Walts, "When I S.ur^ 
vey Ihe Wondrous Cross," received, 
at the hands of Lowell Mason an im- 
mortal setting, built on an old Gregor-' 
ian chant. The beauty of the tune,' 
Nicaco for its subject, "Holy, Holy, 
Holy," is unsurpassed. 


There is another message of the 


hymn, which wo 
must 
approach 


deeply and reverently—that it is a 
history of religious experience. Mar- 
tin Luther established the Protestant 
church. He delivered to the people the 
high privilege of song worship. 
He' 


brought us congregational singing. Ho. 
believed the -po.wer 
of sacred music 


greater than any other. He said, "I. 
wish to see all arts, especially that of 
music, in the service of Him who made 
them." 


At limes there crept into English, 


and American Hymnody a note of 
dread, of awe. 
There were certain 


earnest soults who believed that to 
purify, to develop the spirit, one must' 
mortify, must separate it from Ihe 
flesh. 


This feeling, whether 
Galvanism, 


Puritanism or an echo of what made 
men go into seclusion and starve and 
flagellate themselves, was mirbid and 
abhorrent to normal youth. 


In contrast, let us turn to a later 


creed that finds God in joy and in 
life and in this world of beauty that 
He has made for us. 


We might refer briefly ti a certain 
phase of hymn writing that was a 
desecration of those 
great 
hymns 


that founded the Protestant church—a, 
type that 
followed 
certain 
revival ' 


movements. . 


It is such abuse of our hymn wor- 


ship that we seek to abolish by our 
hymn study, that old, as well as young, 
may have a deeper understanding of 
the worship of God through music.—
